Flood 
emergency 
headquarters 


have been established at seventeen 
points in the Los Angeles county 
flood control district, according to a 
statement issued this week by Chief 
Engineer 'E. C. Eaton, who at the 
same time warns that a large portion 
of the channel work of the past year 
is not wholly completed, and that 
breaks may be expected at some 
points in the event of a major flood. 


Emergency operators will be iu 


vjharge of each station, and will act 
as patrolmen during the time that 
the flood -waters are rising, he says. 
The operators are foremen who have 
been in charge of construction, and 
are familiar with the work in all 
parts of the county. They will be 
under the general direction of Chief 
of Maintenance J. H. Ingram. It 
will not be feasible to maintain 
crews at all these points, the chief 
engineer says, but should a major 
break occur the men can be assem- 
bled rapidly. The main office tele- 
phone in Los Angeles is given as 
MUtual 9211, local 2174, where a 
man will be stationed day and night 
during flood periods. But the ranch- 
ers stnd property-owners are direct- 
ed to get in touch with the station 
nearest the point of danger, and 
these stations in this locality, tho 
upper San Gabriel valley, are given 
j\s follows:

All citrus trees on our city lots in 


Covina not already treated for red 
or purple scale are to be fumigated 
as soon as possible, according to the 
oeal. county horticultural inspector, 
H. H. Wilcomb. 


In order to protect the groves in 


;he district from spread of the scale 
and to keep the city trees from dy- 
ng and producing unsightly spots, 
;hese trees should be treated. The 
'ruit from such infested trees is un- 
marketable and in many cases en- 
tirely unfit for use. 


In the past it has always been 


difficult for the city lot owner to 
contract for the work with a fumi- 
gator because the jobs, are not very 
profitable to them and many difficul- 
ties are met with that are not ex- 
perienced in regular grove treat- 
ment. This year C. E. Stewart of 
Azusa avenue, phone 218-72, has 
agreed to do all work required and 
all owners having 
such infested 


trees can get them fumigated by 
calling him or leaving their name and 
address at the Covina chamber of 
lommercc. The charge is a very nom- 
inal one for such work. 


Those lots infested which do not 


have the treatment contracted for 
will have legal notice for control 
served upon them by the local in- 
spector. The county will then do 
the work and a lien will be taken 
on the property for the resulting bill 
if not paid willingly.
